...Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, . one of 
Sowenstein’s friends and political al- 
lies, Broke away from his campaign 
schedule in Chicago last night and 
flew to New York to be near the for- 
mer congressman. Kennedy was re- 
placed at Chicago campaign events by 
his brother-in-law, Sargent Shriver. 

Kennedy was informed of the shoot- 
ing cmly moments before he appeared 
at'a news conference in Chicago to re- 
spond to President Carter’s . new anti- 
hiflation measures. The subdued Mas-

“this senseless act of violence to a 
man who cares deeply for . his fellow 
human beings.”
